The late president of

his message to Coogre»», of the 2d. of Decem- 
ber, 1823, while «nuounoiiit, the negotiations 
then pending with Ruksih, relating to the Worth 
West Coast of this continent, observed ibat tbo

Europe has 
still her set of primary interests 
with which we have little or remote relation.
